ON PINE RIDGE RESERVATION

RAPID CITY, SoD* (LNS) — A week after the June 26 
shooting deaths of Joe Stuntz, a Lapwi Indian from 
Cour d’Alene, ®#afe®,and two FBI agents on the Pine 
Ridge reservation in South Dakota, details of the n 
incident remain hazy „ However , the more facts that 
are uncovered, the less the FBI and state officials’ 
original stories hold up® And the shooting was not 
an isolated incident, nor the first outbreak of vio- 
lence since Iheudcdupation of Wounded Knee in 1973. 

The FBI states that the two agents, Jack Coler 
and Ronald Williams, went to the home of the Jumping 
Bull family in the town of Oglala to serve warrants 
on four Indian men for kidnapping and assault against 
two whites who also live on the reservation. 

The Jumping Bull home has been the gathering 
place and camp area for people who have come to support 
Dennis Banks during his trial now taking pace in 
Custer, South Dakota on charges stemming from the 
police riot qhtere in February, 1973. 

According to several reports the two agents didn’t 
have search warrants on them. In what he termed a 
"clarification," FBI spokesperson Tom Coll admitted 
that it is common practice for agents "offhandedly re 
referred to as serving warrants to actually not have 
them on their fper son." 

Keith Miller, a friend of the Jumping Bull 
family, told a press conference, "I understand the 
FBI went in without a warrant. In fact the family 
told me the FBI had come to the house 3 times previous- 
ly looking for James Eagle (one of the four men named 
in the warrants). They were told he was not there, 
and that since they were trespassing on private 
property they were not to return without a warrant." 

The bodies of the two agents were found over 
400 yards from the house down a hill and not really 
visible from the house. This refuted the FBI’s theory 
that the agents drove up to the frcont of the house, 
and were ambushed as they walked to the house to 
serve the warrants. A short time after the agents 
radioed for help more FBI agents and BIA police 
arrived. 

The FBI rejected an offer by AIM member and 
elected tribal council member Edgar Bear Runner to 
help negotiate, saying that they thought it would 
give the Indians a chance to escape. 

When they finally fired teargas into the house 
and went in to search they found Joe Stunfcf’s body, 
and a woman and several children. The woman was 
apparently not detained. 

"The position of the national office of the AIM 
on the shooting in Pine Ridge is that we feel no 
apologies are necessary for the deaths of 2 FBI 
agents," said AIM spokesperson John Trudell. "We 
feel that the FBI agents were the aggressors, they 
have been the aggressors on that reservation for the 
last 3 years, and we laud and support the fact that 
many of our people are starting to recognize that 
the only way you can survive is to defend yourself. 

"We support all people’s rights for self-de- 
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fense. We do not believe that we have to go around 
to ask the various justice officials in this coun- 
try or the Pongress or the president of the IKS. 
for permission to defend ourselves. That is our 
birthright." 

FBI and state officials consistently refer to 
"bullet ridden" bodies, and "execution slayings," 
and South Dakota Governor Richard Kneip claims there 
were 15 to 20 bullet wounds in each body. 

However, according to the funeral homes and 
coroner’s office where the FBI agents’ bodies were 
taken, each body had not more than 2 to 3 bullet 
wounds. And some of those wounds may have come from 
cross fire between FBI agents after the two agents 
were dead. 

Although the FBI claims the house had bunkers 
and trenches surrounding it, and the governor even 
accused the people in the house of a prepared am- 
bush, a New York Times reporter who visited the 
house said there was no signs of bunkers or trenches. 

The FBI Search 

The FBI has announced that it is looking for 
16 people, apparently an arbitrary number based on 
some of the fingerprints they found in the Jumping 
Bull house. But none of the people allegedly in 
the homes on the Pine Ridge community of Oglala dur- 
ing the FBI attack have been apprehended. The FBI 
admits that the suspects have probably left the 
area, but they continue to search homes all over 
the reservation daily. 

Hundreds of FBI agents, have been used in the 
search so far as well as search planes, helicopters, 
armored personnel carriers and high-powered auto- 
matic weapons. For several days following the in- 
cident the FBI "had almost complete control of the 
information coming from the reservation because 
all civilian telephone lines were down. Roadblocks 
were set up immediately and remained for several 
days. 

Agents have ordered people out of their homes 
and then ransacked their possessions, but when TV 
cameras started following agents to people’s houses, 
the FBI put out the word that they were reducing 
their forces. There is no indication, however, 
that they actually have. 

People on the reservation have reacted strongly 
to the invasion of their homes and the reservation 
by the FBI and residents of Oglala have circulated 
a petition demanding that the FBI leave. 

The petition charges that FBI agents have "in- 
vaded their privacy by frequent questioning and by 
searching private property without warrants; pri- 
vately spread statements like ’One more dead Indian 
and we’ll be even;’ have frightened Indian children 
By creating combat-like conditions through the 
display of guns and the wearing of combat fatigues; 
never protected, only harassed the Sioux nation; 
pnd ^persisted in : treating all Indians as criminals 
under a general attitude of harassment." 

FBI spokesperson Coll denied the petition 
charges, insisting at a press briefing that the dis- 
play of guns and paramilitary equipment "is an 
absolute necessity." He also stated that "the FBI

DISSIDENT.. TEAMSTER. LOCAL SUPPORTS 
£9^S BEER BOYCOTT

SAN. FRANCISCO California (LNS) —The nine -year 
boycott of Coors Beer by the Chicano community has 
found a new ally in Northern California- -Local 888, 
a small beer drivers local of the Teamsters Union. 

Coors first came under attack in 1966 when 
the GI Forum, a Chicano veteran's organization, c '' 

called for a boycott because of the company's racist 
hiring practices at its Golden, Colorado brewery. 

In an area where Chicano unemployment is twice 
that of white unemployment, less than 2% of the 
brewery's several thousand: employees were Chicano. 
Several Federal and State agencies have charged 
the company with job discrimination. 

Although boxed in by corrupt regional Teamster 
leadership, organizers for Local 888 are building 
ties with other progressive unionists, Chicano 
community groups, and movement .organizations in an 
attempt to regain contracts with Coors di stribut ing 
companies in the area. These contracts were lost in 
1973 when the distributors refused to renew their 
contracts, thereby provoking a strike by the local. 
The distributors brought in strikebreakers# and 
then petitioned the National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB) for elections in which the scabs voted to 
oust the union. 


intend to be one of them." 

"If you can't fight competition," Coors told 
the Wall Street Journal in 1973, "you don't need 
to survive. tEytakeHatloteof i satisfaction in 
opposing all the forces that would like to put 
us out of business." 

Obviously these "forces" that Coors likes to 
oppose include unions of all kinds. Besides 
attempting to decertify their distributors ' unions , 
the Coors Company also opposes unionizing at its 
brewery. 

Only one fourth of the brewery's employees 
are unionized, and the Brewery Workers Local 366 
is so weak that its contract contains a clause 
requiring members to cross the picket lines of 
other unions at the plant. 

Thirteen Colorado construction unions have 
been on strike against Coors since 1968 because 
the company's steady expansion of its brewery had 
been accomplished with non-union labor. These unions 
have also called for a boycott of Coors. 

: o Said Cirkelis,, "Coors i&ointent :op * -attracting 

. anti. -union companies to Colorado. They 
realize the advantage of an area where there's 
an ample supply of labor that is not organized and 
can be exploited cheaply."

Although the distributors are technically 
independent of the Coors Company, Local 888 discovered 
early in the strike that the brewery was coordinating 
the anti-union drive from; its headquarters in Golden 
and so it called for a boycott of the beer itself. 

"This company is very skillful in long range 
planning," said Local 888 boycott' co-ordinator Andy 
Cirkelis, "and they know how to proceed to attain 
their goal s . Part of that planning meant having 
to eliminate union opposition- at every level."

Coors beer comes in aluminum cans made by the 
Coors Container Co., a wholly dwndd subsidiary, and 
the largest aluminum can manufacturer in the world. 

In 1934, there were 334 breweries in the United 
States and now there are 60. William Coors, presi- 
dent and chairman of the board of the company, said, 
"Our long term strategy is to survive. By 1990 
there will be only three major companies left and we 




The company's generally reactionary policies 
extend beyond union politics. In 1970, Joseph 
Coors, one of the two brothers who now own the 
company, personally donated a helicopter to the 
yer Police Department. The Denver Police Depar.. 
has waged a constant armed attack on the Chicano 
movement in Denver, and the Crusade for Justice 
in particular. 

Before that, Coors already had an extensive 
political reputation as a right-winger. H® was 
a member of the Board of Regents of the University! 
of Colorado from 1966-72 and took a fervent stand 
against student radicalism. The campus newspaper 
regularly opposed Coors so he financed a student 
newpaper to compete with it. 1 

Coors money also finances such groups as the 
right wing Heritage Foundation— a Washington -based 
tax exempt research organization that gets 
$500,000 a year from Coors; the Committee for 
the Survival of a Free Congress which is trying 
to raise $2 million to defeat "radicals" elected

"There are a lot of people in management," 
says Cirkelis, "who talk opposition to unions 
but aren't dedicated behind their efforts. Here's 
a company that's putting millions of dollars into 
financing the conservative effort in Washington and 
that makes them not just anti-labor but also a threat, 
to the civil liberties of everyone in the country." | 
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Beer Drivers Local 888 's Fight Against Coors 

In 1970, Coors succeeded in decertifying the 
Teamsters at several distributors in Southern 
California, and with the expiration of Local 888 T s 
contract in June of 1973, the company made its 
move in Northern California. Faced with Qegsr ti- 
ff cat ion by the scabs at the Coors distributors. 

Local 888 and the Bay Teamster Joint Council 

(of which it is a part) organized a boycott that 
was supported by other unions, such as the west cu./l 
coast longshoremen’s union, the Seafarers Union, and 
the AFL-CIO Central Labor Councils. 

Some significant changes took place within Local 
888 during the course of the strike ahd the boycott, 
according to Cirkelis. "For one thing the awareness 
of the average member increased a great deal, and a 
lot of that was due to the fact that in trying to 
organize the boycott thermembership was directly 
confronted with the lack of minorities within the 
local. I remember one store distinctly where we 
went and asked the owner to cooperate and not sell 
Coors. His immediate response was, 'Where are the 
minority drivers?'" 

Faced with this problem. Local 888 drew up an 
affirmative action plan in July of 1974 which would 
have required that all new dirvers hired in the first 
six months of a new contract be from minority groups. 
The plan was rejected by the distributing companies 
but enabled the boycott teb make significant progress 
in the Chicane communities around the Bay Area. 

During this period, also, members of Local 888 
and other ran R 1 . and if lie Teamsters joined UFW 
picket lines at stores selling both Coors and Gallo 
Wine. Cirkelis points out that both companies are 
family-run vertically- integrated borporations and 
that both have been accused by the Federal Trade 
Commission of monopolistic marketing practices. 

"We -daw them [UFW pickets] on the same streets 
in front of the same stores with the same problems 
as ourselves, going about it in a dedicated manner, 
so we couldn't help but respect them," Cirkelis 

said. ■ , 

However, the joint picketing. was §&&&= 
taged by the Joint Council officials, who at the 
orders of International Teamster President FranB 
Fitzsimmons took control of Local 888 in Septembet 
of 1974 by placing it in trusteeship. 

And Cirkelis is now faced with the delicate 
job of walking the line between the Teamster 
hierarchy and the community base that the boycott 

is trying to- build. 

"Our local is in trusteeship and all our statem 
ments axe scrutinized," he says. "But the fact 
is thafrwethavMnot been assisted financially or 
otherwise. People should draw their own conclu- 
sions on the basis of our political activities, 
our affirmative plan, and our stance with regards 
to the farm workers." < 

A March, 1975 issue of the Fifth Wheel--a 
rank and file newspaper published in the Bay Area 
Teamster Local 70, supports the. Coors boycott but 
criticizes it for not conducting an active store 
picketing program now as it did in the first year 
of the strike . - . . . . 


Cirkelis says, "You can empty out a store of 
beer but if you haven't convinced people not to 
buy it they'll drive to where they can find it. 

We concluded that you have to wage a campaign in the 
community against Coors and what it stands for." 

In recent months a number of Latino organizations 
and newspapers in the Bay Are# have urged support 
for the Coors boycott. Most emphasize the dis- 
criminatory hiring policies of the company in 
Colorado but also include mention of the problems 
of Local 888 in their endorsement. 

Although the UFW has made no formal endorsement 
of the boycott, many Bay Area staff volunteers 
participate in anti-Coors picket lines and other 
activities. 

"The reputation of the Teamsters in the community 
is veryTbad," says Cirkelis, "so it's taking a 
lot of work to get to the point where community 
people realize that there is a local, and people 
in that local who stand for a valid cause and who 
are sincere and willing to reciprocate. 

"But we're beginning to see the results," 
concluded Cirkelis. Figures released by the U.S. 
Brewer's Association in San Francisco in June show 
that Coors sales in California dropped 31% in 
February, 8% in March and 10% in April of this year 
over the same months from last year.

12 NEW YORKERS SUBPOENAED BEFORE B.L.A. GRAND JURY 

NEW YORK (LNS) — In the most recent of grand jury 
actions across the country, subpoenas were served 
June 25 on twelve people who are said to have been 
present May 12, 1975 in a Manhattan courtroom where 
three members of the Black Liberation Army (BLA) were 
being sentenced for murder. 

The 12 have been ordered to appear before a 
grand jury investigating the source of knives, ex- 
plosives and other contraband allegedly found on the 
BLA members following the sentencing. 

In a collective statement the six women and six 
men emphasized the political nature of the New York 
grand jury and of others across the country. "Most 
recently," they said, "grand juries have become in- 
vestigative bodies doing the work of the FBI, local 
police and other such agencies under the guise of 
normal judicial procedure." 

They also condemned the District Attorney's 
attempt, through this grand jury, "to intimidate 
lawyers, attack supporters and frighten people away 
from the courtroom. " 

A motion to quash the subpoenas was filed July 
2 on, behalf of the 12 following a demonstration of 
about 200 supporters outside the courtroom. The judge 
has until July 21, when the 12 are subpoenaed to 
appear before the grand jury', to respond to the motion. 

The 12 have stressed their intention to resist 
collaboration with the grand jury. A person who re- 
fuses to cooperate with a grand jury can be jailed 
for contempt by the court or, in New York state, 
indicted by the DA for a class E felony. Conviction 
on this charge could be punishable by up to four 
years in prison, - and would automatically result in 
disbarment for the three lawyers subpoenaed,' and the 
loss of licence for theione nurse subpoenaed. 

The subpoenas were served during a Manhattan 
news ponference at which all 12 were present. Some 
of them and their supporters spoke against the New 
York grand jury and grand jury abuses in general. 
Parallels were drawn by several of the speakers be- 
tween the current rash of grand juries and the 1950’s 
hearings of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities (HUAC) . & 

"The Grand Jury , " said William Kunstler, ;'4jjj^s 
now replaced the infamous HUAC as the agency td^fS 
harass, intimidate, chill and deter people. .. 
is America's newest and most insidious form of in-:, 
quisition." 

Helen Sobell, whose husband Morton Sobell was 
convicted as part of the supposed "atom spy" Rosen- 
berg case, stated "That prosecutors in 1975 can take 
the action of subpoenaing. . .persons attending a 
trial, solely for their attendance at that trial, 
turns back the clock a quarter of a century and canfc 
not be too strongly condemned." 

filmmaker Emile de Antonio, who was 
scheduled' 'to be subpoenaed along with two others by 
a California grand jury this spring, condemned the 
District Attorney. for "convening a grand jury which 
looks like a 'Red Squad.'" 


Judy Clark, one of the 12 subpoenaed, pointed 
out "there's no way of knowing what percentage we 
are of people who were in the courtroom. It's clear 
that we were chosen because we're political." She 
also noted that since courtroom observers at the 
BLA trial were not required to sign their names, 
"there must have been some kind of surveillance „ " 

The original list of people to be subpoenaed 
included four others who were in the courtroom — ■ 
all lawyers who represented ’the BLA members on trial. 
It was learned, however, that those subpoenas would 
not be served unless the four waived the right to 
immunity automatically granted to those who testify 
before a grand jury in New York state. 

Legal workers at the Center for Constitutional 
Rights in New York believe this is a strong indica- 
tion that the District Attorney's office plans to 
makfe the defense attorneys the target of the grand 
jury investigation. 

"The government has been working over the 
past few years to close the courtrooms," said the 
12 in their statement. "It is trying to silence 
the attorneys, defense committees and supporters

FOR ATTICA DEFENSE at best likes to forget about its prisons 9 and at 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (XNS)s--Shango Bahati Kakawana 
(Bernard Stroble) was acquitted in late June of charges 
of murder and unlawful imprisonment stemming from the 
1971 Attica prison uprising. The trial was the first of 
several kidnapping and murder cases against prisoners 
active in the leadership of the rebellion, and the ac- 
quittal was seen as a major victory for the Attica 
defense® 

Shango had been indie ted on charges of murder- 
killing Barry Schwartz, a prisoner, and kidnapping and 
felony murder (death resulting from the commission of a 
federal crime ) of Schwartz and prisoner Kenneth Hess. 

The felony murder charges were dismissed by Judge Joseph 
Mattina on June 17 and the kidnapping charges were re- 
duced to unlawful imprisonment. 

”The acquittal is very significant, since the pros- 
ecution felt this one, of all cases, was the most likely 
to succeed, ” said Bruce Soloway of Attica Now, a defense 
group. 


worst maintains and supports warehouses for its human 
beings.” 

In a statement following the verdict, Shango r 
said, ”The visibly abused and obviously pressured 
witnesses the state paraded on the stand were too 
weak to cling to the state-fed information— the re- 
sult of which was that the contradictions, incon- 
sistencies , vagueness and lies were well exposed to 
the jury under the fiery and thorough cross-examin- 
ation of the defense team. 

"Despite the success of the defense,” Shango 
concluded, ”we are not at all willing, even now, to 
lend any legitimacy to the efforts made to prose- 
cute me for these crimes. My lawyers in Detroit and 
New York are putting together a multi^million dollar 
suit to be submitted against the state of New York 
for false prosecution. We have more than ample evi- 
dence to win such a law suit.” 

* * * 


Several other Attica cases coming up are similar to 
Shango' s® Big Black (Frank Smith), Jomo (Eric Thompson) , 
Herbert X Blyden and Roger Champen are expected to stand 
trial in the next few months, unless charges against 
them are dropped. 

"If the jury could see through Shango 's case, may- 
be they can see through future cases," Soloway said. 

Inconsistencies between trial testimony and prior 
statements by the state's witnesses led some jurors 
to believe that the prosecution witnesses were "fed" 
stories by the state attorney general's staff. 

The vague and stumbling testimony of James Ross, 
the main prosecution witness , failed to convince the 
jurors that Shango had participated in the murder, 
according to juror Otto Leff. 

Another juror explained the jury's rejection of the 
state's claim that Shango had been the ringleader of an 
execution squad® To the contrary, the juror noted, "we 
believe that he played a positive role in the rebellion 
by trying to protect people and keep the peace as part 
of the inmate security force." 

John Edlund, the doctor who fuerfcarmei autopsies on 
most of the people killed during the uprising, testified 
that Barry Schwartz could not have been killed on the 
day the prosecution claimed he was. During testimony 
Edlund described how he was "put on ice" after the up- 
rising because he refused to be silent about the fact 
that the deaths of 43 people were caused by police 
bullets and not by convicts' knives. 

As for charges of unlawful imprisonment, jurors 
were convinced of Shango 's innocence after being in- 
structed that mere presence at the scene of a crime was 
not enough to establish guilt. 

Defense summations in the trial centered around the 
misconduct of the proseuction. Ernest Goodman, defense 
attorney on the murder charge, pointed to the witness 
James RoSS,, whom he characterized as easily manipulated 
and weak, with mental and emotional problems. Goodman 
said the state has hounded Ross, pressuring him into 
giving the version of the story that the prosecution 
wanted to hear. 

Attorney Haywood Burns told the jury that the pros- 
ecution's case was nothing but inferences piled upon 
in ferences. He noted that Shango was being victimized for 
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BUFFALO, N.Y. (INS)— The trial of three Attica 
defendants ended June 19 in verdicts of not guilty® 
The three were accused of assaulting and coercing 
three guards who barricaded themselves, along with 
a prisoner clerk, in an Attica prison office during 
the early part of the uprising in September, 1971 ® 

But in only two hours, the jury decided that 
the numerous charges against Bob Dugarm, Cantante 
(Luis Quintante) and Jaja (Michael Phillips) had 
no merit. 

"Even in Buffalo, conselenpLous jurors refused 
to accept the evidence presented by the government 5 " 
said Danny Alterman, the National Lawyers Guild 0 
attorney who defended Cantante. "A few jurors said 
there never should have been an indictment." 

At the trial, none of the three guards could 
identify any of the three defendants. But the ' 
prisoner clerk, George Kirk, said he could identify 
all three. Kirk, however, has testified that he'd 
lie to save his own neck. He had been interviewed 
by the state twenty times, and used many aliases® 

While Kirk claimed that he had no reason 
to lie as a witness in the Attica cases, defense 
workers argued that he had every reason to do so® 

He began informing on September 13, 1971 — the day 
he was taken out of the prison yard pnd put in a 
private hospital foom while hundreds of wounded 
prisoners lay bleeding after the assault by state 
police on the prison. Kirk was never made to strip 
or run a gauntlet of club-swinging guards like the 
rest of the prisoners. 

"Imagine the pressure on someone to fabricate 
and to lie for the authorities," said one defense 
attorney, "when he knows that if he says the right 
words, abracadabra, the prison door will open and 
he will be able to walk out." 

Kirk walked out of Attica on unexpected parole 
only days after he talked to the grand jury. 

The other state witness to make identifications 
of the defendants was former prisoner Antonio Ra- 
mos. He testified that he had been a prison in- 
former for seven years, and refused to answer ques- 
tions asked by the defense lawyers, accusing them 
of trying to confuse him and ma ice him change his 
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story 


Ramos, in confused and incoherent testimony, 
also identified Bob Dugarm for the first time in 
court, although he had not been able to pick him < 
before® Ramos was also released from prison bee 
cause of his testimony® 

"All the indictments," said Attorney Alterman, 
"are a concerted effort by the state to relieve 
themselves of responsibility for the police riot 
that ended in wounding and killing so many people*" 

But the judge refused to let defense witnesses 
talk about what happened on the 13th* "That’s like 
it never happened, never existed, as far as this 
courtroom is concerned," one of the lawyers com- 
mented* 

Jim 0 f Day, a National Guard member who was 
called by the defense to testify about law enforce- 
ment atrocities he observed after the assault in 
the prison yard, was not allowed to testify® 

After the verdict was returned, one juror ex- 
pressed surprise that such a case could ever, have 
been brought to trial® 

"It r s incredible that they’re still trying to 
put the blame on prisoners," said Bruce Soloway 
for Attica Now, a defense group® "Yet people are 
still subjected to the torture of murder trials®" 

Defense workers stress that people must or- 
ganize to put a stop to the court eases of the p 
prisoners, and grant them amnesty® "The only so- 
lution almost four years later," said Alterman, 

"is to free all the Attica brothers and grant am- 
nesty to those persons who have suffered*"

M§ ho intention of leaving the area until we 

finish our job." 

"I feel there should be an inquiry into why 
and for what the FBI is able to harass so many people 
so often and so casually,* 1 said Keith Miller 0 "There 
is no sense in people being afraid in their own 
home ps on their roads and on their reservation. . . .1 
feel that it is time for Dick Wilson to get out from 
behind his dark glasses and open his eyes and listen 
to the White Clay district [of the PinelRidge reser- 
vation] o The community of Oglala is now filled with 
FBI ammunition oPlapple are being stopped and ques- 
tioned for no good reason without hearing their 
rights e" 

Although Dick Wilson, tribal president of Pine 
Ridge, signed an order saying . there could be no 
wake or funeral for Stuntz on the reservation, both 
took place without incident 0 Stuntz ^as given a 
traditional funeral and burial in Oglala on July 2. 

When the two agents came to Oglala, one of 
the four men being sought, Teddy Paul Pourier, 
had already been arrested and the charges against 
him .were actually burglary and assault, not kidnap-. 
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ping. Allegedly the four had detained two whites who 
live on the reservation, neither of whom even claimed 
to be injured. 

tv -o, The -second of the four, Herman Thunder Hawk, 
was arrested June 30 in Podo, South Dakota, about 
100 miles from the reservation. His bond was set at 
$10,000. A third, Hobart Horse, turned himself in on 
Wednesday, July 1 at the federal courthouse in Rapid 
City. He was released on $5,000 non-secured bond in 
his lawyer’s custody, the same conditions required 
for Pourier. Jimmy Eagle, the fourth man, has not 
been apprehended. 

The government is holding one man, David Sky, as 
a material witness under $50,000 bond. They claim 
dogs flown from Philadelphia sniffed Sky and recogni- 
zed his scent from the area around Oglala, where the 
FBI had been using the dogs in the investigation 0 
Local people say they do not know Sky, who was appa^ 
rently hitchhiking across the reservation when he was 
arrested for vagrancy. 

The government has announced that he will be 
called to testify at a grand jury on July 14. Horse 
was also served with a subpoena to the grand jury im- 
mediately after his court appearance on July 1. 

The FBI and the BXA police have used the height- 
ened tension on the reservation as an excuse to ar- 
rest 5 AIM members, 4 of whom were released after 
extensive questioning by the ’FBI. The man still held 
is charged with shooting into a horse trailer. 

Long History of Gov’t Terror on Pine Ridge 

The most recent FBI attacks on Indians on the 
Pine Ridge "Reservation did not occur in a vacuum. 

23 of the 26 uns61ved'-'murd^rs.^ih.;the state oik Sduth 
Dakota last year took place on the Pine Ridge Reser- 
vation®:- The majority of the victims were either AIM 
members or others on the reservation who favored the 
removal of Dick Wilson and an end to the government’s 
use of Wilson to control the reservation for white 
ranchers, whom the BIA has allowed to take over the 
best grazing land. No one has been prosecuted or 
even charged for most of these murders. 

In March, 1975, a reign of terror broke out 
with intensive attacks being led by Wilson and his 
"goon squad" , a private police force Wilson arms with 
M-16 automatic weapons and other Vietnam-era weapons. 
At least 6 people were killed and more injured. The 
dead included a 3-month old baby, a 3 year old child, 
and a 37 year old mother. 

The civil rights division of the U.S. Dept, of 
Justice has ruled that Wilson won the February, 1974 
election illegally through fraud and intimidation . 
Federal auditors have determined that reservation 
funds have been at least mismanaged and possibly em- 
bezzfelld — the books were so confused the inspector 
couldn’t be sure. 

"The FBI should explain to us the deaths of peo- 
ple that have been killed on the Pine Ridge Reserva- 
tion, 11 said AIM spokesperson John Trudell. "When we 
start seeinc justice delivered in those terms, then 
maybe our people will lay down their arms. But all 
these FBI agents that grew up watching John Wayne 
and cowboys and Indians come out here and want to 
play cowboys and Indians, then they got to suffer 
the consequences just as we do."
